Begins Thorough Investigation. 
The railroad company was ordered riot 
to remove any of the wreck except 


to allow the passage of traing on the other 
tracks, It was also ordered to furnish 
the inspectors with copies of all train 
orders governing the movements of the 
three trains from the time they were made 
up at their respective marting N to 
the time of the wreck. 

No statement was issued by the. cons 
mission today, except the remark that the 
wreck appeared to be the most disastrous 
in years. Only a few wrecks receive ibe 
close attention of the commission. In 
fact, only sixty-six out of the 10,000 
wrecks of 1918 brought investigation by 
the regular inspectors, in ether cases the 
reports of the railroad companies and in- 
surance companies being accepted. Of 
the sixty-six, forty were deraiiments and 
twenty-six were collisions, eight of which 
occurred under the block system, proving 
this system far from infallible 


Points Decrease in Disasters. 

Commenting on this state of affairs and 
indicating a belief that disasters like 
today’s are gradually — made less 
likely, the commission says 

It is peculiarly 3 to be able 
to note a decrease in the gumder of col- 
lisions. Such: accidents almost iayaria- 
biy involve error or dereliction ef duty 
on the part of employés and a reduction 
in their number seems to indicate Im- 
provement in the morale and discipline of 
the train service personnel. 

* Speaking generally, K ie believed such 
Improvement has been due iargeiy to the 
persistent educational work of the safety 
committees which are now prominent 
features of the operating organizations 
of many roads and to the public inyesti- 
gation of accidents.

“I personally 
think it would mean a great step for the 
moral effect upon our international rela- 
tions. If Germany should continue to | 
build at her present rate of three ships a 
year our program of three and one-fifth 
ships in five years would not quite catch 
up, but would mean a gain. We would 
probably pass France, with which we are 
now neck and neck. 

Questioned about Japan’s navy, Mr. 
Roosevelt said both Japan and Germany 
were reported to have secret building 
funds and programs. Representative Farr 
of Pennsylvania asked how much strong- 
er the American navy was than the Jap- 
anese. 

“ That depends on the scene of opera- 
tions,"’ replied the witness. “‘ If the fleets 
were kept apart we are about three to two. 
If the operations were in Japanese waters 
we are about equal. Japan would proba- 
bly be supertor in extreme western wa- 
ters. If they attempted to come over here 
the conditions would be reversed.” 

Emphasizing the need for battle cruis- 
ers, the assistant secretary said dread- 
naughts had won the principal victory in 
Europe without firing a single shot by 
keeping the seas clear of the enemy fleet.

Take Pride In Completeness of 
- Preparation for immediate 
Servic if Needed 


New York, March 20.—[Special.]—The 
New York state national guard is taking 
no chances on being caught unawares if 
a call for duty should come. Its officers 
say that it tries to be prepared at all 
times for emergencies, but since Puro- 
pean war complications developed and 
since actual war with Mexico has grown 


been made to put the organization in first 
class condition. These méasures have 
been taken not because of any prompting 
from the outside, but because of the pride 
the officers had in their work. Thev 
haven't waited for help from Uncle Sam. 


Ready at Any Hour. 

The entire force of the New York na- 
tional guard, from the staff and line of- 
ficers down, is ready fora call at any hour, 
according to officers of the militia. 
Lieut. Col. James McLeer of the First 
cavalry, a member of the state militia 
councils, says: . 
“The New York militia can be gath- 
ered at the armories within two hours if 
any call comes at any hour. Each officer 
is responsible for collecting the officers 
and men immediately under his command. 
We could start immediately, if neces- 
sary. All the equipment is at hand, and 
there is nothing to prevent immediate en- 
trainment except the providing of trans- 
portation and food supply. This would 
depend on how much food supplies it 
might be necessary to carry along. Nat- 
urally, it would take longer to gather 
five days’ rations than one day’s, and itis 
a matter that cannot be provided for 
ahead of time. Pverything else isin shape 
for a call if it comes.” 


Commissions to New Officers, 

No time is being lost by commanding 
officers in filling vacancies among of- 
ficers, and the examining boards are 
anxious to have officers appear as soon 
as possible so that commissions may be 
issued promptly, thus preparing organi- 
zations to meet better a demand for active 
service. 

To this end, commissions have been is- 
sued within the last few days to twelve 
new officers. 

Ex-officers of many regiments have ex- 
pressed their desire to be assigned to 
active duty in case their regiments are 
called out. Seven men of this class have 
already been placed on the reserve list. 

Everything possible is being done to 
keep the various organizations full and 
put their equipment in order.

“The outstanding facts as gathered by 
these men are that the little American gar- 
rison was caught unawares; that few, if 
any, of the commissioned officers partici- 
pated in the engagement. and that the 
sleeping American soldiers were turned 
out by the first sergeant. 

“ Villa, with three or four hundred men, 
rode into a town supposed to be protected 
by an American garrison, broke into 
stores, looted them at will, shot down de- 
fenselees citizens, both Indoors and out, 
set fire to buildings, went through the 
various soldiers’ quarters shouting and 
yélling, and finally retired with the loss 
of scarcely more than a score of his 
own men, when any sort of prepared- 
ness on the part of the garrison should 
have accomplished practically the anni- 
hilation of the attacking party. 


Sees No Excuse for Surprise. 

What excuse there can be for Villa’s 
troops getting into the town without 
alarming the garrison and what explana- 
tion there can be for the American sol- 
ders not being ready for them is beyond 
comprehension. It was known and even 
published in the papers that Villa’stroops 
and Villa himself were in the vic‘nity.

The rural credits bill now. before congress 
seems to be lingering along with comparatively 
little attention paid to it. Its backers have not 
been very active and, in the absence of vigorous 
prods from its friends, legislators have deen 
giving most of their attention to other subjects, 
Nobody seems to have very strong objections to 
the bill, but on the other hand sentiment for it 
does not seem to be widespread. Business inter- 
ests have let it alone for fear that whatever they 
might have to say would be misrepresented as 
evidence that they were hostile to farming inter- 
ests; therefore some of its friendly critics fear 
that it will lack constructive criticiem that would 
tend toward its improvement. As to the work - 
mas ot the plan, some fear, on the one hand 
that the twelve land banks provided for might 
at the oGtset, before a call arises for many loans 
be too cumbersome and expensive—fully equipped, 
with little to do: on the other hand there are 
teers he fear that such banks may not be able 
to the demand for loans through inability 
to market thelr mortgage bonds fast enough. To 
solve these and other problems direct govern- 
ment aid to farmers is again being discussed. 
But opposed to this are, mainiy, the farmers 
themselves. They, a8 a glass, do not care to be 
made subjects of government paternalism. More 
and more the idea seems to be growing that 
rural credite work ts essentially a problem for 
the individual states to solve for themselves. A 
few states already have enacted legislation along 
this Une and others are discussing it.

Cencerning One Pacifist Fallacy. | 
(Ralph Barton Perry in the New Republic.) 

A deliberate and rational concert of action 
does not hamper individuality. If there is any one 
incontrovertible principle that governs Wife, it is 
this: that freedom does not come of letting 
things take their course. Free individuals are 
not spontaneously generated by the bare re- 
moval of restrictions; they are the products of 
discipline and order. A freedom that knows no 
bounds is the conceit of impatient and careless 
minds. A military system that is imposed from 
without, or hastily improvised in a moment of 
panic, may indeed be tyrannical. But a system 
freely adopted, in order to do loyally and skill- 
fully that which must be done, is primarily a mat-

As civil law has been in many respects 
suspended in Switzerland since the begin- 
ning of the present war, with its conse 
quent mobilization of the Swiss army, and 
that Martial law has been established in 
ite stead, Gen. Wille has become to 
all intents and purposes the dictator 
of the republic. It was by his orders 
that the Swiss Cols. von Wattenwyl 
and Egli, when caught in the act of com- 
municating to the military attaché of 
Germany the information which they ob- 
tained day by day of the movements of 
the French and Italian troope along their 
frontiers, as well as data sent to the Swiss 
war department at Berne from its mili- 


eed attachés assigned to duty at the 


French, English, and Belgian headquar- 
ters in France and in Flanders, were 
brought before a court martial instead 
of before a civil tribunal at Zurich, 
charged with betfayal of secrets that 
belonged to the Swiss government. Col. 
Egti had even gone 80 far as to decode 
and communicate to the German military 
attaché a cipher telegraphic dispatch sent 
by the Russian’ government via France 
to its envoy at Berne. 

The court martial that had been or- 
ganized by Gen. Wille to deal with the 
cage acquitted the two colonels on the 
plea that they had acted in good faitn ”’ 
and tad had to choose between their 
professional duty and strict neutrality.” 
To understand thia, it must be explained 
that the excuse which they put forward 
in extenuation of their fault was that if 
they had communicated to the German 
military attaché confidential information 
in their possession relating to France, 
Italy, and Great Britain it was because 
Maj. Count von Bismarck had imparted 
to them information in return which was 
most useful to the Swiss general staff. 

It is ecarcely necessary to add that the 
two colonels were and remain on terms 


‘| of the greatest intimacy with Maj. Count 


von Bigmarck, and that the thief of the 
| general staff of the Swiss anmy, who 

played an important role in the trial, is a 
Col. von Sprecher—that fs to say, a Swiss 
citizen belonging to a family of the Ger- 
man petty nobility.

The Canterbury peerage was created in 
favor of its present holder’s great-grand- 
father, Charles Manners-GSutton, who was 
for 80 mary years speaker of the house of 
commons in three reigne—namely: those 
of George IIL, George IV., and William 
IV.—and during whose ténure of office the 
old houses of parliament at Westminster 
were destroyed by fire. In accordance 
with time honored custom, he was ele- 
vated to the house of lords om his retire- 
ment from the chair. He was a son of 
Archbishop MannereGutton of Canter- 
bury, the spirftual adviser of George III. 
and the religious instructor of that mon- 
arch’s younger children. The primate’s 
brother was lord high chancellor of Ire- 
land and received the barony of Manners 
as a reward for his services.

Lord Canterbury is descended on his 
father’s side from a younger son of the 
third Duke of Rutland, and is head, in- 
deed, of what may be considered as a 


. Junior branch of that house. Through his 


mother he comes down from the Walpole 
earls of Oxford. 

Lord Canterbury is in the publishing 
business, which has had the effect of 
bringing htm occasionally into the lime 


Haht. In one instance it was in a suit 


brought against him in London to prevent 
‘his publication in an unexpurgated form 
of a remarkable manuscript work of the 
famous explorer and oriental scholar, Sir 
Richard Burton. In some way or other, 
after Lady Burton's death, this manu 
script, after having been printed in an 
expurgated form, under the title of “ The 
Jew, the Gypsy, and Islam.“ by the great 
London publishing house of Hutchinson 
& Oo., was sold at auction asa Hterary 
curlosity by Lord Canterbury, principal 
partner in the publishing firm of Cope & 
Fenwick. * 

Later on this firm announced fts inten- 
tion of publishing the work in question 
in an unexpurgated form whereupon liti- 
gation ensued, and Lord Canterbury was 
not only forced by the courts to surren- 
der the manuscript, for which he had 
paid a good sum of monty, but wag also 
enjoined from ever printing it in any form 
whatsoever.

Some time afterward he again appeared 
in the courts, on this occasion as a 
plaintiff, charging Lord Alfred Douglas, 
then owner of the London Academy, and 
T. W. EL Crosland, author of “ The Un- 
speakabie Scot,” with libel. The alleged 
libel conaisted of an assertion contained 
in the pages of the Academy to the effect 
that Lord Canterbury was at one and 
the same time the chief partner in two 
publishing firms, one devoted to the pub- 
lication of religious works and the other 
to the propagation of questionable litera- 
ture.

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MORE CONSERVATIVE SPIRIT 


SHOWN IN STEEL INDUSTRY. 


New York, March 20.—The Iron Age in 
its weekly review of the steel and iron 
industry says: 

“Signs of a more conservative spirit 
are beginning to appear in the steel trade, 
with intimations that the crest of the 
wave of price advances has been reached 
or is near at hand. Sentiment inclines 
no less strongly to the belief thet the 
mills will be crowded for all the year 
but there is less excitement and buyers 
are not as indifferent to the effects of 
high prices. 

“The war demand is not as insistent, 
partly because of the long time for which 
mills are sold. But there ig the definite 
statement from agents of Great Britain 
that they will now place no contrac’ 
for machining shells for more than three 
months eh In several quarters in 
the machine tool trade the pressure is 
not so great. 

‘Some manufacturing consumers of 
fron and steel, driven for months by the 
fear of a ehortage of material, have 
large stocks and many inventories have 
doubled. At the eame time premiums 


| for early delivery in certain lines particu- 


larly for plates, shapes, and bars tend 
higher. indicating small stocks in manu- 
facturers’ hands. 

In March the railroads have put 900. 
000, tons or more on the books of the rai! 
mills for 1917. Rolling and deliveries are 
largely in the second quarter. Spikes bolts 
and other track supplies are being or- 


j dered for next year also. Car buying is 


moderate. Locomotive orders have been 
large, the total for the first quarter of 
the year being about 12,000 against 2,000 
‘for all of 1015. In the Chicago district. 
where capacity for 1016 is more fully 
sold than elsewhere, inquiry is coming in 
from manufacturing consumers for the 
first quarter and Orgt half of 1917, stimu- 


uying there. 

“ The automobile demand is insatiate, a 
late transaction being for 20,000 tons. 
Pig iron buying for the first quarter and 
firet half of 1917, is the significant fea-
